The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-11, 13-15, 18, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Applicants' prior art figures 1 and 2 in view of Oda (US 
2004/0150112 A1). 

Applicants' prior art figures 1 and 2 discloses a copper interconnecting 
metallization (102) protected by a first overcoat layer (104), a patterned conductive 
barrier layer (103b), and a bondable metal layer (120 or 210) positioned on the barrier 
layer. However, Applicants' prior art figures 1 and 2 do not disclose the second overcoat 
layer. Oda discloses in figure 1 a second overcoat layer formed on the bondable metal 
layer (730) so that the edge of the second overcoat layer overlays the edge of the 
bondable layer positioned on portions of the first overcoat layer (740) surrounding the 
window. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to form 
a second overcoat layer as taught by Oda on the bondable metal layer of Applicants' 
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prior art figures 1 and 2 in order to protect the surface of the bondable metal layer. The 
subject matter in claims 2-1 1 are already disclosed by Applicants' prior art. 

Claims 12 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Applicants' prior art figures 1 and 2 in view of Oda as applied to claims 1- above, 
and further in view of Chooi et al. 

Chooi further teaches that the overcoat layer can be made of silicon nitride or 
silicon oxynitride. Note lines 56-58, column 7 of Chooi. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use silicon oxynitride as an overcoat layer as 
taught by Chooi. 

The other references are cited to show other structures pertinent to Applicants' 
disclosure. All of these references disclose a second overcoat layer formed on the 
bondable metal layer.
